K itchener apparently g« *lect« *<| 
the name anniversary to a< hi» *ve a big 
success, by a com bined 
m ovem ent, 
lasting tw o days, against

forces w ithin the H arriam tth and Van 
Reonen line of blockhouses. 
The Boer 
losses a ggregate 600 men killed or cap­ 
tured and 2.000 horses and 28,000 head 
of cattle fell into the hand s of the 
British troops. 
T his new s was so w elcom e to the 
British tha t it was read out in the 
house of com m ons by the war aecro* 
tary. Mr. Broderick, from a dispatch 
of Lord K itchener as follows;

Kitchener apparently selected 
the same anniversary to achieve a big 
success, by a combined 
movement, 
lasting two days, against 
the Hoer 
forces within the Harrismith and Van 
Recnen line of blockhouses. 
The Boer 
losses aggregate 600 men killed or cap­ 
tured and 2,000 horses and 28.000 head 
of cattle fell into the hands of the 
British troops. 
This news was so welcome to the 
British that it was read out in the 
house of commons by the war secre­ 
tary, Mr. Broderick, from a dispatch 
of Lord Kitchener as follows: 
“ Harrismith, 
Feb. 
28.— Yesterday 
the combined operations of the col­ 
umns terminated in driving the Boers 
against the Harrismith and Van Ree- 
non blockhouse line. 
The river Wllge 
was held by the Leinster regiment and 
Elliott's mounted infantry from Harri- 
smith, while the columns formed on 
the Frankfort and Bot has Pass block­ 
house line and advanced south, hold 
ing the entire country between the 
Wilge and the Natal frontier.

first night a very severe attem pt to 
break through was made at a point 
between Rimington’s and Byng’s col­ 
umns and the New Zealanders behaved 
with great gallantry.

Japan re­ 
gards with great alarm the growth of 
Russia's power Is Korea. 
A Russian 
whaling company leased three ports In 
Korea two years ago. Guisan, Hung 
chlnpo and Chinpodo.

To 
celebrate the event the king declared 
himself emperor and consequently the 
equal of tbe rulers of China, Japan and 
Russia.
